Melville P. White, of Toronto, gen- 
eral manufacturer, presented a paper 
on hours of labor in which he pointed 
out the vital need of more production 
and expressed the hope that very sere | 
ious consideration woula precede any 
decision to reduce the hours of labor. | 

Mr. White estimated that at present | 
in Canada hours of labor averaged 
over fifty per week. A reduction to 
forty-four hours would reduce the | 
time for production by twelve per 
cent. and with a corresponding reduc- | 
tlon in output, Could anyone imagine 
compensating benefit to Canadians | 
for legislation that would cause the) 
loss of a half billion dollars’ worth | 
of production? | 

The effect of reduced hours on costs | 
was to be considered. Twelve per 
cent. reduction in hours would mean 
twelve per cent. increase in overhead 
cost and if the same wages were paid 
for forty-four as fifty hours, another 
thirteen per cent. would have to be 
added, bringing the total to twenty- 
five per cent. increase in cost of pro- 
duction. 

Mr. White stated that organized la- 
bor had opposed legislation for the 
straight eight-hour day, which lim- 
ited the working time to eight hours, 
but promoted legislation for overtime 
work. The basic eight-hour day 
would tend to reduce production by 
discouraging employers from making 
use of expensive overtime work. Leg- 
islation for a straight eight-hour day 
would block production and increase 
living cost; legislation for the basio 
eight-hour day would increase pro- 
duction costs and the cost of living. 
Bach by restricting production or in- 
creasing cost would curtail foreign 
sales by Canada. | 

John Bruce, speaking for the labor 
group, rising to introduce “the first) 
business, said that it was useless to 
try to settle problems in Europe with- | 
out attempting to first settle those at | 
home,’ There had been differences | 
between the parties represented at the 
praesent conference and the delegate 
pleaded that hostility be dropped and 
the problems tackled in a spirit of} 
unity.
